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No Surrender to Moderation 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 13 
"If the Republican Party 
doesn’t nominate Barry Gold- 
Water, I hope it drops dead on 
the spot.” 

It was just what the 525 per- 
sons packed in a San Fran- 
cisco motel meeting room 
wanted to hear, and they 
knew that Tom Anderson was 
the man who would say it. 

Anderson, a Nashville maga- 
zine publisher and member of 
the Joohn Birch Society’s rul- 
ing council, was the main 
speaker Saturday night at a 
rally of right-wingers who are 
here to see their idol nomi- 
nated in the national conven- 
tion. 

The rally was sponsored by 
Kent Courtney, editor and 
publisher of the. Independent 
American, an ultrteonserva- 
tive New Orleans newspaper. 
He and bis wife — (“Phoebe— 
the Tigress ..j 'of the right,” 
Courtney calls her) have 
rented an office on San Fran- 
cisco’s Mission st. to welcome!. 


the conservatives of many 
fringe groups throughout the 
country. 

Anderson’s crowd was cin- 
fident that Goldwater had the 
nomination sewed up, but he 
warned them not to settle for 
an accommodation with Re- 
publican moderates. The Na- 
tion faces a “showdown with 
socialism,” he said, and any 
attempt to delay it by dealing 
with other Republicans 
amounts to “surrender on the 
installment plan.” 

Beware particularly of for- 
mer President Eisenhower, he 
cautioned. “I’m for drafting 
Dwight Eisenhower to do sen- 
try duty at the Berlin wall.” 

Earlier, the crowd, which in- 
cluded a handful of Republi- 
can convention delegates, ap- 
plauded a conservatives-are-at- 
the - Rubicon speech by J. 
Bracken Lee, Mayor of Salt 
Lake. City and former Gover- 
nor of Utah. 

“I want a choice and I 
haven't had one for years,” 


said Lee, and the crowd roared 
at this Goldwater sentiment. 
“The American people are get- 
ting hungry for someone with 
integrity . . . There’s nothing 
wrong with 'this country that 
couldn’t be cured with a little 
honesty and common sense.” 

Courtney opened the 2-hour 
session by claiming that his 
newspaper had been a mater- 
ial factor in Goldwater’s prim- 
ary election performances. A 
reprint of an article attacking 
New York Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller (whom Courtney 
calls an “interantional Social- 
ist”) was circulated in Califor- 
nia and was so effective that 
Rockefeller had to denounce 
it publicly, Courtney clamied. 

He also said that he had dis- 
tributed 108,000 pamphlets 
similarly critical of Gov. Wil- ; 
liam -W. Scranton, Goldwater’s 
last serious opponent, “These 
may have been responsible for 
Scranton’s failure to get any 
more delegates,” Courtney 
said.
